ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH 
. EX-SERVICE MEN. 

At a meeting of the Association of British 
Ex-Service men in Ireland, held in Denmark 
House, Dublin, yesterday. it was arranged 
that the members of the Association should 
form up in North Great George 's street on 
Remembrance Day at 9.15 a.m., and, havin 
attended Service in the Pro-Cathedral, marc 
to the cenotaph in the Phenix Park. 

Resolutions were passed, on the motion of 
the Secretary, Mr. P. C. Canning, seconded 
by Mr, R. Lennon, protesting against the 
indifference of the British Government in 
failing to do their duty to British ex-Service 
men who have been victimised in Southern 
Ireland, and against the disbursement of ‘the 
Poppy Fund proceeds in way of charitable 
réfhet Resolutions also condemned the 
failure of the men’s elected representatives in 
the Dail and Senate to try to ameliorate dis- 
tress through abnormal unemployment, 
Finally, the meeting protested against the 
War Memorial Committee’s allocation of 
£50,000 for the memorial, as they considered 
that the money could be utilised in practical 
schemes, such as the building of houses, etc.

CHILDREN.

DERRY EXPERIMENT TO BE 


CONTINUED. 

A cod liver oil ration for delicate school 
children, similar to that provided by the 
Derry Education Committee last year, is 
recommended for adoption this winter by the 
General Purposes Sub-Committee. 

Last winter 300 children were provided 
with two teaspoonsfuls of emulsion per day 
for ten weeks at a cost of £20. This year a 
sum of £60 is being allocated to the scheme. 
which also provides for one medical 
examination. 

The distribution of cod liver oil will be 
carried out daily in the schools under the 
supervision of the teachers, and, if possible, 
in a room set apart for the purpose or at a 
time when only the selected pupils are 
present. 

‘The amount of the daily aose will be deter. 
mined by the Sub-Committee, and the prin- 
cipal of each school will decide whether it is 
to be administered once a day or by half-a- 
dose twice a day, and at what time or times 
distribution is to take place. 

Before the cod liver oil ration is i 
tered in any case the written oí the 
child’s parents is necessary, and a report is 
also to be received from the medical 


examiner, showing that the child selected is a ! , 
suitable case for treatment. : earliest convenience.

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A WILD GOOSE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—Colonei A. H. Wood describes very 
accurately what is readily recognised as the 
‘ white-fronted goose.’ It seems peculiar 
that he has not come across this species 
before, as in ‘ Birds of Ireland ’’ (Useher and 
Warren) it is described as the ‘* commonest 
‘grey " goose which visits Ireland, and is 
more frequently seen in the Dublin markets 
than all the other wild geese put together.”’ 
This bird is beautifully shown in Thorburn’s 
“ British Birds,” the artist-author noting that 
the “‘black bars on the breast are strongly 
marked.” Neither of the authorities quoted 
above mentions what your correspondent 
speaks of as the “ bar-headed ” goose. Could 
it be possible that Colonel Wood refers to 
the “ white-fronted goose ” under this name? 
The bird receives its name from the white 
mark round the base of the bil). 

Considerable confusion arises from ‘‘ local ”’ 
names applied to birds. A friend of mine 
told me recently that he had shot a ‘‘solan 
goose ” on the bogs near Kildare. Most 
people know that “‘solan goose” is only 
another name for the gannet, which never 
travels inland, and only resembles a goose 
in one or two details.—Yours, etc., .

S1r.—From the description given by Colonel 
A. H. Wood in your issue of to-day, I have 
no hesitation in saving that the bird described 
by him was a _ white-fronted. goose (anser 
albifrons), although the weight was some- 
what over-estimated. The white forehead, 
from which the name is derived, and the 
black bars on the breast are characteristic 
distinguishing features. This is the commonest 
of the three species of “ grey” geese known 
to visit Ireland regularly every winter. Owing, 
however, ‘to the preference shown by this 
species for bogs, which form its principal 
feeding grounds, the white-fronted goose is 
most numerous in the west and midlands. The 
grey lag goose (anser, anser), on the other hand, 
is the common ‘“‘grey’’ goose in certain 
localities. particularly on the east side. The 
Murrough of Wicklow may he cited as one 
well-known winter habitat of this latter

IRISH PAPER MILLS TO 
RESTART. 


MR. JAMES WHITE'S DRAL 
AT CLONDALKIN. 


The Irish Times is informed that Mr. 
James White, the well-known British 
financier, has purchased the Clondalkin 
Paper Mills, and that he will take imme- 
diate steps to have them in full working 
operation. 

Situated about six miles from Dublin, 
on. the River Camac, the mills cover an 
area of about three acres Statute measure. 
The buildings were reconstructed in 1918, 
when new machinery to the value of 
£150,000 was installed. 

After they had been idle for some years 
an effort was made to re-start them in 
1925, when a company was formed to take 
them over from the Irish Paper Mills 
Company, I.td. The capital then required, 
according to the published prospectus, was 
£100,000, but the scheme fell through. 
The announcement now of their purchase 
by Mr. White will be generally welcomed, 
especially as it is his intention that there 
shall be no delay about the resumption of 
their activities. 

The mills, it is estimated, are capable 
of an average weekly output of 180 tons. 
The entire mill estate covers an area of 
126 Statute acres, and has on it forty-two 
dwelling-houses, and twelve hutments, with 
railway and canal sidings Electric light 
is supplied to the village of Clondalkin by 
the mill’s water turbines. The mills 
formerly gave employment to between 400 
and 600 workers. 


£30,000,000 TAX CUT 
IN U.S. 
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BIG REBATE ORDERED BY MH. 
COOLIDGE. 
From OUR UWN CagResPronDeENT. 


WASHINGTON, Sunday. 
That President Coolidge’s plans to give 
taxpayers a rebate of from 10 to 12 
per cent. on income taxes for 1925, pay- 
able in 1926, is merely a political gesture 
and is more concerned with the 1926 
Presidential campaigngsthan with the 
taxpayer's pocketbook in 1926, is the 
charge made by Democratic leaders in 
Congress. 
Treasury experts say that the surplus 
will be 250,000,000 dollars, but Senator 
Simmons predicts that 350,000,000 dollars 
will be nearer the actual figure. In the 
meantime Trefsury officials have begun 
work on drawing up plans for giving tax- 
payers the rebate of 10 to 12 per cent.,. 
which President Coolidge will recommend 
to Congress. —y 
The final ipstalment will be due on 
December 15th, and speedy action by 
Congress will be required if the taxpayers 
are to deduct the rebate from the quar- 
terly payment due a month hence. 
President Coolidge’s word, however, is 
still law with the present Congress, and it 
is likely that both the Senate and the 
House will concur in his recommenda- 
tions. 
The rebate, it is indicated, will possibly 
reach 150,000,000 dollars. Of this sum 
80,000,000 dollars would go to the larger 
corporations, and 70,000,000 dollars to the 
general public.

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MORE COAL.

FOUR CARGOES ARRIVE IN 
DUBLIN. 


Four cargoes of coal arrived in Dublin 
during the week-end, two on last Saturday 
and two yesterday. Before the end of the 
week the supply will be supplemented by 
over 8,000; tons of coal from Europe and 
America. | 

In view of the measures which have 
been taken to provide fuel for those un- 
able to buy at present prices, there was a 
noticeable falling off in the demand for 
turf on Saturday, and timber prices were 
easier. Dealers, who in normal times cart 
coal, are now bringing round turf and 
wooden blocks. Last Friday briquettes 
were sold by hawkers in the poorer parts 
of the city at 1s. per stone. 

The two steamers that arrived at the 
North Wall on Saturday were the Foch 
Rose, from Antwerp, with 1,500 tons of 
coal for Messrs. Doherty, and the Great 
Hope, from Bremen, with 2,700 tons for 
Messrs. Michael Murphy, Ltd. The Torr 
Head and the Teelin Head arrived yester- 
day with furthér cargoes.

Mass to teach and even to 
encourage the study of Irish, but 
emphatically against compulsion—such is 
the attitude of the Irish Schoolmasters’ 
Association, which, at its annual meeting 
in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, last 
Saturday, unanimously passed a resolution 
protesting against Irish being made a 
compulsory subject for the intermediate 
certificate examination in and after 1928. 

That the Free State Government’s Irish 
policy was a violation of Article * of the 
Treaty was a point which was raised by 
both Mr. John Thompson, the Hon. Secre- 
tary, who moved the resolution, and the 
Rev. C. B. Armstrong, St. Columba’s Col- 
lege, Rathfarnham, who seconded it. 

Both speakers referred to the harmful 
effect which the introduction of compul- 
sory Irish in the secondary schools might 
have on other subjects. Mr. Thompson de- 
clared that it was a reasonable inference 
that in a few. years compulsory Irish 
would drive French out of the schools, and 
with it contact with all modern Con- 
tinental thought and culture; while Mr. 
Armstrong expressed the opinion of: the 
Association tha; there were other languages 
giving access to wider realms of human 
thought and cchievement than Irish, and 
indicated tha: these must be saved. 

Referring to an article from his pen 
which appeared in the Jrish Times re- 
cently, Mr. Armstrong made it clear, for 
the benefit of a speaker who proposed at 
a Gaelic League meeting that anyone who 
spoke publicly against the Irish language 
should be imprisoned, that he was not

EMPHATIC PROTEST AGAINST

The resolution proposed by Mr. Thomp- 
son, which was moved at the public sitting 
in the afternoon, when Mr. J. A. Calvin, 
Rainey school, Magherafelt, presided, was

“That the Schoolmasters’ Association, 
while willing that all reasonable facilities 
should be provided for the teaching of Irish, 
emphatically protests against the expressed 
intention of the Ministry of Education to 
make Irish a compulsory subject for the in- 
termediate certificate examination in and 
after 1928; and it respectfully submits that 
a continuation of the regulations for the vears 
1926 and 1927, as set out in Section IJ. of 
the rules and programme, would be more 
satisfactory, and would not hinder the de- 
velopment of the teaching of Irish in the 
secondary schools,”’ 

Mr. Thompson saj

clear that they had no objection whatever 
to the development of the teaching of the 
Irish language, but not on a compulsory 
basis. Their plea was for freedom in their 
schools, and they vere quite willing to 
grant all possible freedom to other schools. 
. They had not protested, nor did they 
intend to protest, against certain advan- 
tages which the Ministry of Education 
had thought fit to confer on schools teach- 
ing through Irish, or teaching Irish, or 
the giving of extra marks to Irish as a 
subject.

If, as the Ministry asserted, the country 
was behind it in wishing for Irish to be 
taught, why could it not trust public 
opinion ? : 


WHAT PROPOSAL ENTAILS. 


The proposal raised three serious points 
for their consideration :— 


(1) The exclusion of candidates from their 
schools from that examination ; 

(2) Their exclusion from competition for the 
valuable scholarships; and 

(5) Its effect on the capitation grant to the 
schools. 


Not only did the parents and public 
from which they drew their pupils not de- 
sire their children to learn Irish, but a 
large proportion of them had a rooted ob- 
jection to their doing so. Parents who 
paid school fees and contributed to the 
taxes of the State had some right to have 
their views considered: The introduction 
of the teaching of Irish would displace 
some other subject on the programme, and 
entail the dismissal of some teachers with 
many years of service. 

In recent years the introduction of Irish 
in the secondary schools had been accom- 
panied by a rapid decline in the study of 
modern European languages. At the last 
Intermediate certificate examination only 
four boys, all from Protestant schools, 
presented German, and out of 1,750 boys 
only 250 presented: French, of whom 235 
were from Protestant schools. 

It was a reasonable inference that in a 
few years compulsory«Irish would drive 
French out of the schools, and, with it, 
contact with all modern Continental 
thoucht and culture. That tendency 
would be further accelerated when, in 
1930, science, too, became an essential 
subject.

‘TERMS SUBMITTED

CONFERENCES TO BE 
RESUMED TO-DAY.

HE Labour Correspondent of The 
Times writes:—On Saturday night 
the Government forwarded to the Mining 
Association (the national organisation of 
the colliery; owners) and the Miners’ 
Federation proposals framed as the out- 
come of discussions which, in the opinion 
of the Government, should form the basis 
of a settlement of the coal dispute. 

The miners, having accepted the prin- 
ciple of district settlement of rates of 
wages and hours of work in accordance 
with national principles, the Government 
puts forward the following statement of 
national principles to be observed in all 
the district agreements. 

1. The minimum percentage addition to 
basis rates shall be that provided for in 
the 1921 agreement. This minimum to be 
paid, whatever the hours worked. 

2. The ratio for the division of the net 
proceeds of the industry between wages 
and profits to range betwen 87.13 and 
85.15, according. to the circumstances of 
the district. 

ó. The present method of ascertaining 
proceeds to be retained. 

4. The subsistence allowance for low- 
paid day wage men to be continued. The 
level of these thera to be the subject 
of further consfleration. 

5. In the absence of a national agree- 
ment, each district to give its guarantee to 
the Prime Minister. : 

The unwillingness of the owners to 
enter into any national agreement remains, 
in fact, as strong as ever, and they have 
as. great, or possibly greater, objection to 
the setting up of a national pent with 
power to review district settiqments. 

What the Mining Associatién has now 
undertaken to do is to procure from the 
District Associations the information that 
will show how far the Associations are 
prepared to carry out the following prin- 
ciples: —Determination of wages by the 


| ascertained results of the industry in the 


districts; joint ascertainment by ac- 
countants appointed by each side, and 
joint audit; the fixing of a ratie for the 
division of net proceeds, a minimum per- 
centage addition to basis rates, and the 
conditions as to hours to which these 
terms relate, and the fixing of a subsist- 
ence wage for low-paid day wagemen. 
THE CONFERENCES. 

The propasals set forth above were the 
results of the conferences held earlier in 
the day between the Cabinet Coal Com- 
mittee—the Prime Minister, Mr. Chur- 
chill, Lord Birkenhead, Sir L. Worth- 
ington-Evans, Sir A. Steel-Maitland, and 
Colonel Lane Fox—and representatives, 
firstly of the Mining Association, and, 
secondly, of the Miners’ Federation 
Executive. The discussion with the 
Miners’ Executive has been adjourned 
until to-day. 

THE OWNERS’ ATTITUDE. 

In the meantime it is clear that the 
bridging of the gulf that separates the 
miners and the owners will be no light 
task. A prominent member of the coal 
trade on Saturday said :-—‘ There is not 
the slightest chance of the owners agree- 
ing to any national instrument of settle- 
ment with the Miners’ Federation which 
would only place the power once more in 
the hands of the Executive to call a 
national stoppage. The day for that is 
gone past, and the miners know it. What 
the miners are now hoping for is some 
form of agreement between the Govern- 
ment and the owners. ! 

“ Another,stumbling-block is that the 
miners are still sticking out for the seven- 
hour day, which is a hopeless proposition, 
and one that the owners decline to con- 
sider as a basis from which négotiations 
may be resumed.” 


“ NO SIGN OF PEACE.”’ 
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MR. COOK’S DECLARATION. 

“-I see no sign of peace in the coal dis- 
pute,”’ said Mr. A. J. Cook last night at 
Bootle. ‘‘ The levy brings £50,000 weekly, 
and we win if we have: silver bullets. 
Negotiations are not a sign of defeat; ave 
are not beaten. If we are beaten, it will 
mean a succession of defeats. I will never 
sign an agreement meaning a longer work- 
ing day. Reducing the standard of living 
or establishing district settlements wil! 
not bring peace.”’ 

Mr. Cook added that he would rather 
see the organisation broken up and built 
up again than that the leaders should 
sign away the conditions for which the 
miners had been fighting. \ 

Speaking later at Liverpool, Mr. Cook 
said that he would leave no stone unturned 
to secure an honourable settlement, but 
thé miners would accept neither an eight- 
hour day nor district agreements. —

PARIS, Sunday. 

An event occurred on Friday which is 
worth notice, since it illustrates how fully 
M. Poincaré’s management of the finances 
has won the confidence of the country. 
The Chamber Committee of Finance, 
having finished its examination of the 
Budget Estimates, invited M. Poincaré to 
furnish, it with additional explanations 
about what he intended to do. After 
listening to his answers, the Committee 
unanimously accepted the Estimates. 

It is a long time since a Budget was 
accepted with so little demur. The Com- 
mittee, it must be remembered, has 44 
members and represents every section of 
political opinion in the Chamber. Only a 
few weeks ago the Socialists and Socialist- 
Radicals were raising violent objections to 
the economies proposed by M. Poincaré 
in administrative outlay. 

Even on Friday they criticised the 
omission from the Estimates of any credits 
to improve the pay of Government 
officials. That they, and even the Com- 
munists, accepted the Estimates as a 
whole, without making any reservations 
on these points shows how completely M. 
Poincaré has won the day: 

M. Poincaré told the Committee that 
the new Budget realised two objects. It 
provided, first, for all normal expenditure, 
and secondly, for the liquidation of "some 
of the National Debt. 

People are expecting to see the rate of 
the franc swing back a bit before long as 
the result of the operations of the big 
foreign speculators who have been buying 
heavily during the past week. So long gs 
the reaction does not go too far, the 
Government will not be displeased ; for the 
present rate is too high for the economic 
situation in France, or, to be more exact, 
it has been reached too quickly. 


£20.000 FIRE. 


THIRTEEN OMNIBUSES 
DESTROYED. 


Yesterday morning, soon after one o'clock, 
a fire “we & out at the extensive garage, 
Market Square, Lisburn, oí Mr. W. Jellie, 
whose fleet of omnibuses, known as the 
“Classic,' is one of the largest in Northern 
Ireland. 

There were about 14 omnibuses in the 
garage, a few belonging to other owners, 
half a dezen taxi-cabs, coaches, and other 
vehicles, and of these only one omnibus was 
saved. 

The flames, which originated, it is believed, 
in one of the omnibuses, spread rapidly, 
soon enveloping the entire premises, and 
endangering the valuable property adjoining, 
embracing the Northern Bank and the 
Friends’ Meeting-House. 

Fire engines were sent from Belfast, and 
the flames were got under control in a little 
over an hour. The roof of the Standard 
office became ignited, but was mastered 
before the flames made headway, : though 
some damage was done through water. 

Eight valuable horses were rescued from 
the stables behind the garage by men, who 
broke a hole in the wall leading to the 
Friends’ School, through which they were led 

There was the danger of a tank containing 
about 500 gallons. of petrol exploding. The 
pump ee to the receptacle burst. sending 
up great volumes of flame and smoke, but, 
happily, the underground tank was saved. 

Houscholders in the vicinity, when the fire 
was at its height, removed their effects to the 
street, where they were piled up on the foot- 
paths. 

The damage is estimated at £20,000.

CREAMERY PREMISES GUTTED. 

A fire broke out in the early hours of last 
Saturday morning at the Monaghan Co- 
operative Dairy Society, Ltd. The alarm was 
given at about three o'clock by an old man 
named James Girvan, who occupied portion 
of the buildings as a residence. 

He told the Civic Guards that his wife 
was ul and lying in bed in the 
burning building. The Guards, headed . by 
Sergeant Casey burst open the door and 
plunged through the smoke into the room 
where the woman slept. She was suffering 
from an injury to the knee, and great diffi- 
culty was experienced in. having her re- 
moved, 

The town fire brigade brought two lines of 
hose into action, and, with members of the 
Civic Guard, saved all they could on the 
ground floor—the fire had broken out on the 
first floor. There were two violent explosions 
caused by gas, which was kept in tubes for 
use in connection with the creamery 
machinery. S§Splinters of wood and burning 
débris were hurled into Church square some 
200 yards away. After three hours’ work the 
fire brigade got the flames under control and 
succeeded in saving the adjoining building, in 
which all the creamery machinery is situated. 
The stores and offices were completely burned.

OF 'THE PREMIERS. 


THE KING’S INTEREST 
IN LRELAND.

“LONDON, Sunday Night. 

The Imperial Conference has been in 
session now for nearly three freeks, and 
it is expected that most of the committees 
will be able to present their final reports 
to the full Conference within the next 
fortnight. The work of the Conference 
itself will not be finished until November 
24th or 25th. 

After three weeks’ more or less intimate 
contact with the various delegates, one 
can form a fairly accurate estimate of 
their qualities. The last Imperial Con- 
ference in 1923 was dominated by the 
personality of Mr. Mackenzie King, but 
his experiences at the recent general 
election seem. to have had a tiring effect 
on the Canadian Premier, who is far less 
forcible and far less aggressive in his 
political opinions than he was three years 
ago, 

His colleague, Mr. Lapointe, is one of 
the most popular members of the Con- 
ference. Always cheery, and with a 
friendly word for everybody, the French- 
Canadian Minister has achieved quite a 
little personal success. Mr. Brucs is by 
far the most satisfactory of the visiting 
Premiers from the newspaper point of 
view; but that may be due to the fact 
that he has an official “ puhklicity man ”’ 
on his personal staff. 


THE PRESS AGENT. 

Prime Ministers, like cinema stars, 
cannot afford nowadays to allow them- 
selves to be relegated to inside pages, and 
Mr. Bruce’s Press agent is an extremely 
energetic young man, who has no intention 
of allowing his chief to be forgotten. 
“ Publicity,” however, is a force with 
which even Imperial statesmen must 
reckon; and there is no doubt that Mr. 
Bruce is a statesman of a high order. 

His public speeches at times are inclined 
to be just a shade verbose, but in com- 
mittee work, when experts are being. 
examined, the old. Cambridge ‘ Blue ”’ 
shows his real value. He has astonished 
his colleagues on occasions by the breadth 
and depth of his technical. knowledge, and 
has been able to hold his own against 
some of the highly-experienced officials in 
England in the discussion of their pet 
subjects. 

BLUFF MR. COATES. 

Mr. Coates takes life more quietly. He 
has inherited a tradition from the late 
Mr. Massey. All his problems can be 
referred to thá simple standard of “whole- 
hog ” Imperialism in the ultra-Tory sense 
of the word, and consequently he does not 
worry about the subtleties of constitu- 
tional and metaphysical word nuances, 
in which some of his colleagues at the 
Conference take such a delight. The. New 
Zealand Premier is a big, honest, bluff 
Colonial, who has no doubts about what 
he wants ; for he wants nothing more than 
he has, and regards the hair-splittings of 
constitutional argument as waste of time. 

GENERAL HERTZOG’S FAILURE. 

General Hertzog might have dominated 
the Conference, just as Mr. Mackenzie 
King did three years ago; but he has 
failed in some unaccountable way. It 
may be that he has not a. sufficiently 
thorough grasp of the English language ; 
for it must be remembered that Dutch js 
his native tongue. It may be that he 
does not know precisely what he wants. 
It may be acombination of both these cik- 
cumstances, but the fact remains that he 
has acquired a reputation for . long- 
windedness and for the sort of woolly 
speeches to which we in Ireland became 
accustomed during the meetings of the 
second Dail at Earlsfort terrace. — 

He is not convincing. He wraps his 
ideas in a thick cloak of superfluous words, 
with the result that he sometimes - fails 
completely as, they say on the stage, “to 
get across.” This defect, of course, is 


almost fatal in a body like the Imperial 


Conference, and General Hertzog is saved 
from ineffectiveness only by the fact that 
everybody likes him. He is a quiet, 
cultured little man, with. much personal 
charm, whose rather forbidding appear- 
ance utterly belies him. 

WHERE MR. O’HIGGINS EXCELS. 

This brings me to the Irishmen. If 
anybody has made a name: for himself at 
this year’s Conference, it is Mr. Kevin 
O'Higgins. He came to London with great 
local renown, but Downing ‘street is a 
testing chamber out of which few emerge 
unscathed. The Free State Minister for 
Justice has impressed his colleagues in 
two ways—first, by his economy of words 
and his knack of putting his point of 
view into the condensed compass of an 
incisive phrase, and, second, by his in- 
sistence on essentials. In both of these 
attributes Mr. O'Higgins excels. 

Mr. P. J. MeGilligan has been more 
detached than Mr. O'Higgins at the 


plenary meetings of the Conference, and" 


consequently has not had such an oppor- 
tunity of exhibiting his powers; but im 
Committee, 1 am told, he is excellent. 
He has a keenly analytical mind, which 


“is invaluable in detailed work, and his 


remarkable memory enables him to keep 
all the threads of the most tangled dis- 
cussion in his fingers. 

The Minister for Industry and Com 
merce is a many-sided man. I was with 
him at Rugby yesterday when the 
Dominion delegates inspected the new 
wireless station, and he was the only 
Minister who, by his keen questions, 
showed that he had a considerable know- 
ledee of the new science.

WIN INTERNATIONAL.

NEED FOR UNITY IN rRISH

If Ireland is to make any sort of a showing 
in the Amatour International Championship 
mm future, we shall have to get back to the 
position which existed in this country when 
the tournament was inaugurated. In other 
words, the differences which created two 
camps in Irish Association Football where 
one formerly sufficed—differences which have 
been accentuated in the last few years— 
will have to be adjusted. a 

The osition from the viewpoint of 
‘ soccer "” generally is simply intolerable. 
England, with her teeming millions and 
hundreds of thousands of Association foot- 
ballers and supporters of the game; Scot- 
land, the home of the game, also with her 
millions and her huge numbers of Associa- 
tion enthusiasts; Wales, no stronger in 
““soccer "” than Ireland—each has succeeded 
in getting along admirably with one govern- 
ing body, Ireland, on the other hand, with 
her comparatively insignificant numbers of 
adherents of the game, cannot do with less 
than two governing bodies. Our Assc “ón 
Football legislators might well take a leaf 
out of the book of the Rugby, Hockey and 
Cricket auth-rities of this country, who are 
all united in the interests of their particular 
yames. 

UNITY WANTED. 

We are not here concerned with any other sport or 
game but Association Football, and the place 
which the amateur footballer ought to take in it. 
The professional cleme as we are all aware, 
are well able to take care of their own particular 
interests—and-do so admirably. The football out- 
look in all Ireland, however, has become intoler- 
able, inasmuch as the game is being strangled 
becauso we have proved ourselves utterly in- 
capable of attending to its wants through the 
medium of one controlling -force for the whole 
country; the situation created for the Amateur 
foothaller is, if that could be possible, even more 
unbearable. 

In England, Scotland and Wales—more 
larly in the two firstnamed countries- 
“soccer,” despite the intensive competition of 
professional football, has been fostered and de- 
veloped to such an extent that it finds little diffi- 
culty in holding its own with the game of the 
paid players. When the International Amateur 
tournament was instituted in 1906 Ireland also 
demonstrated that, if she conld not cempete with 
anything like success against the prof@ssionals of 
the other countries in the major tournaments, she 
couldy held her own fairly well in a contest among 
amatéurs | 

That was when the football forces of the country 
were’ united, and when our team builders could 
call on players like Harold Sloan, Denis Hannon, 
John McDonnell, and the brothers Hooper But 
the position has changed, and changed a good deal 
for the worst, although there are some latter-ay 
enthusiasts who would make believe that as a 
football nation we are on a more or less exalted 
edestal.. Amateur football in Northern Ireland — 
rst-class amateur football—is now a negligible 
quality, if not quantity, and amateurs in the 
Free State are deharred from representing their 
country, as they did with distinction in the past. 
They may, as footballers of the Free State, play 
gaines with teams from France, Italy, Germany. 
or even Russia. But. so far as playing for Ireland 
in the only international tournaments which are 
officially accepted as such-—-that is now impossible, 
simply because of a mero matter of “gate re- 
ceipts,” and through ignorance of their own 
strength, of the strength and the power and the 
influence which they conld, if they cared to do 
so, bring to bear on the situation: for it has 
got to be remembered that amateurs constitnto 
ninety-five per cent. of the footballers of the 
country as a whole. 

OW IRELAND LOST. 

_ H to-morrow our amateur said to the controll- 
ing bodies: “ Enough of this; we desire peace; 
internationeft’< gates" are to us a watter of in- 
difference, buf you ean settle this Tapute on tir 
basis of equal representation and give and take, 
so go and do so"—if. our unpaid players took 
up that attitude and jnsisted on the professional 
element, which is barring the way to peace, being 
relegated to its proper position in a country where 
théy are vastly outnumbered by the amateurs, we 
could have peace this week, and saddening 
epectacies, such as that which was wit- 
nessed on Saturday at the headquarters of Amateur 
Association Football in Belfast, would cease to 
obtrude themselves when Ireland—the real Lreland— 
came to do battle for the highest bonours in 
amateur football. : 

Ireland was vanquished to the tune of three 
goals to nothing, but the result flattered the Irish- 
men. Had the English forwards played as English 
amateur forwards usually do, Ireland's plight at 
the close-—cven long before it—would have been 
a sorry one. For one thing, the shooting of the 
English forwards lacked sting and direction; those 
dashing and picturesque movements which are a 
feature of first-class amateur football matches were 
conspicuous by their almost entire absence. Then. 
again, the forwards were too eager to get rid 
of the ball. There are times when it is desir- 
able to hold on a little, so as to draw the 
opposition, or to enable your partners to get into 
position. But the shortcomings of the English 
forwards were not all their own making. The 
placing of the half-backs was distinctly slipshod; 
indeed, at no period were half-backs and for- 
wards together—the halves were not finding their 
forwards—and no wonder that the English seclec- 
tors, who accompanied the team, were decidedly 
cisappointed with the exhibition. Knight was 
however, a marked snecess in the half-back line. 

THE WEAKEST SIDE. 

Of course, the condition of the ground, three- 
parts of the surface of which was composed of a 
mixture of mud and sand, was a handicap on the 
‘players. The English full-backs and goalkeeper 
(Howard Baker) were, however, very sound. For 
a time, Twine—when playing on the good ground 
in the first half—excelled; but, on the whole, 
Gates was the sounder and the more finished back. 
It was not a powerful team. They could not be 
compared with other sides which have represented 
the Rose since 1906. 

From goal out, Ireland was represented thy 
about the weakest side which has played for her 
in these matches, Twice was Gardiner heaten 
badly—ten minutes after the start by Gibbons, and 
fifteen minutes from the opening of the. second 
half by Macey—and he might have intercepted tho 
long shot which Cartlid@e sent In a few minutes 
from the end. The full-backs had a most difficult 
role to play, for they were operating behind a 
rather badly outplayed half-back line, in which 
Addis was the only real success. Bambrick «as 
right out of the picture from the time the ball 
was set rolling, and what might have been a 
really effective wing (the left) was rendered feeble 
hy the figure-making of Geary, who ought to have 
realised that that method of playing football 1s 
no good against backs of the calibre of Twine and 
Cartlidge. Taking it on the whole, i} was the 
least interesting of the sixteen matches played 
between the two countries.
